Intermittent Showers Over California 
Total 2% Inches in Some Localities 
—Coast Points Hit By Onslaught 
of Wind. 


San Francisco.—The 4-day intermit- 

tent rains have brought joy to the en- 
tire state and as much as 2% inches 
‘of moisture in some places. 
. In the southern localities and the 
upper San Joaquin valley, where rain 
was needed most, the fall was heavy, 
in the south particularly, the averages 
were well over an inch. 

San Francisco bay and points along 
the coast, Sunday, were hit by high 
winds that caused considerable prop- 
erty damage and threatened the lives 
of several seamen. Several collisions, 
causing minor damage, occurred on 
the bay. 

Air mail to.and from San Francisco 

was delayed five hours, Sunday, by 
heavy sn6w between Reno and Chey- 
enne. Despite the difficulty in flying 
over the stiowcapped Sierra, there has 
been but little loss of time between 
San. Francisco and Reno. Until the 
present rainfall, the grain prospects 
fin the southern San Joaquin valley 
were dubious. 
. In the Sacramento valley and coast 
regions the rainfall has protracted the 
spring season a month. At Sacra- 
mento, the city was greeted by the 
chill breath of winter, Sunday, after 
basking in warm sunshine for a 
month. 

In the mountains precipitation took 
the form of snow from the Oregon 
line to Mexico. At Summit, according 
to the weather bureau at Sacramento, 
more than five feet of snow is on the 
ground. Over the rest of the Sierra 
and the Tehachapi mountains the 
white blanket averaged one _ foot,

TO PROTECT TAXPAYERS 
IS GOVERNOR’S TASK 


Does Not Approve County Salary Leg- 
islation, But Will Stand By His 
Convictions—Highway Commission 
to Submit Report. 


Sacramento.—The governor “has 
voiced his opinion on county economy 
in a word-to the’ state legislature on 
the question of salary increase. 

The governor believes as strongly 
in a program of ecenomy in county 
governments as in the state adminis- 
tration. 

“The responsbiility of fixing the 
county salaries should never have 
been placed upon the legislature and 
the governor, and as far as I am con- 
cerned it is.an unwelcome duty,” Gov- 
ernor Richardson said. 


In sending his veto to thé senate of 


a bill by Senator Herbert W. Slater of 
Santa Rosa, increasing the pay of the 
Sonoma county. probation officer, the 
governor let it be known that he 
would be severe in judgment upon pay 
increases. 

“I could adopt the easy way and ap- 
prove all such instances,” he said, 
“but I have in mind the taxpayer who 
keeps the. machinery of the city, 
county and state in operation.” 

The governor's attitude on the pro- 
posal to write imto the Breed gas tax 
bill a definite allocation of funds to 
‘particular highways of the state has 
stirred up considerable speculation as 
to what he would do with the Breed 
bill if the legislators wrote into that 
measure the allotments demanded by 
one group in the upper house. 

The state highway commission is 
expected to bring in a set of recom- 
mendations to the senate this week, in 
compliance with the request of that 
body as expfessed in the Inman reso- 
lution. 

A move is on foot from certain leg- 
islators to attempt to have the Bay- 
shore highway made a part of the 
primary rather than the secondary 
system of the state’s roads. 


SENATOR WHEELER MUST FACE 
SECOND CONSPIRACY CHARGE 


Washington.—A second indictment 
against Senator Wheeler of Montana, 
returned by a federal grand jury and 
charging conspiracy to obtain Mon- 
tana oil lands illegally, has brought 
a climax to the case, which has been 
aired in two courts and in the senate. 
Gordan Campbell, Montana oil man 
and Edward 8. Booth, former federal 
official, were indicted with Wheeler. 

Senator Wheeler was first indicted 
in Montana, but a special senate com- 
mittee report exonerating him was 
adopted by the senate. The Montana 
trial is scheduled to start on April 
16. The senator is charged with using 
influences with the interior depart- 
ment te secure oil and gas permita, 


Religious School Bill Dies 

Sacramento.—Assemblywoman Eli- 
nor Miller’s bill which would have per- 
mitted public schools to excuse pupils 
from one to three hours each week 
for the purpose of religious instruc- 
tion, died in the assembly by the nar- 
row margin of one vcte. Miss Miller, 
who is from Pasadena, leading the 
fight on the floor for her bill, made a 
plea for it on the ground that jails 
and penitentiaries are full of examples 
of insufficient religious instruction. 
Opponents voiced their fear that the 
bill might be used for ultimate inclu- 
sion of religious instruction in: the 
school course. The vote was forty- 
one noes and thirty-three ayes. 


Will Move Dewey’s Body 

Washington.—Permission to remove 
the body of Admiral George Dewey, 
hero of Manila bay, from the mauso- 
leum -at Arlington, to the crypt of 
Washington cathedral, where it will 
rest until an adequate memorial is 
built in the cathedral, has been grant- 
ed by the War department.

LETTER 


Sacramento.—Three measures be- 


fore the legislature have attracted 
more than usual attention because of 
their very great importance or because 
of the opposition which they have de- 
veloped. 

The first of these is a bank bill in- 
troduced by the Bank of Italy which 
proposes to allow banks to establish 
branches in communities where 
twenty per cent of those to be served 
by the branch sign a petition asking 
for its establishment. The Bank of 
Italy claims that it has not been al- 
lowed to establish the branches it 
desires in Los Angeles: because its 
home office is in San Francisco. The 
California Bankers’ association, 
through its president, and the superin- 
“‘tendent of banks, through his attorney, 
James Oliver, oppose the bill, claim- 
ing that it would throw open the door 
to. an unlimited number of branch 
banks and utterly demoralize the 
banking interests of the state. Fun- 
damentally of course the contest is the 
differences between the banks with 
branches and the “unit” banks which 
has been raging now for some years. 


Another measure of more general 
interest than the question of branch or 
no branch banks is the issue as_ to 
whether there shall be a tax of one 
cent added to the price of gasoline, 
the money so raised to be spent upon 
road building. It is admitted that un- 
1éss some large sum of money can be 
raised speedily, highway extension in 
California must cease. The money 
now on hand and in sight has all been 
appropriated and yet there are miles 
of road clamoring to be built. 

Two methods, everyone agrees, cau 
be employed to raise the money: a 
bond issue; the tax on gasoline. The 
oil companies are fighting the tax 
on the ground that it will injure their 
business and is a sales tax. Senator 
Breed, who is the author of the pro- 
posed tax increase, says that their op- 
position is based upon the allegation 
that the highway builders in this state 
do not use all the asphalt that they 
should in the construction of the 
roads, and as asphalt is a by-product 
of the oil, it is of great interest to the 
companies to have it used as much as 
possible. By fighting the tax, the sen- 
ator argues that they hope to force an 
increased use of their product. The 
companies of course deny the sen- 
ator’s allegation, saying that the more 
roads that are built the more asphalt 
would be used. To which Breed re- 
plies by calling attention to the fact 
that in Oregon they did not oppose 
a two cent instead of a one cent raise, 
because the use of asphalt in road 
building is far more extensive, he 
claims, in that state than in California.

Hangs Self Because He

Life was hever dull in Nevada in 
the sixties. If- there wasn't trouble 
among the rough characters of the 
silver mining camps, the Piute In- 
dians could always be counted upon 
to lift a few scalps and burn some 
cabins. Early in 1860 they had been 
go active that the settlers had to ap- 
peal to California for help. 


Several hundred volunteers immedi- 
ately rode over from the gold camps 
to help their silver-mining brethren. 
But more important was a force of 
150 regulars from Alcatraz island, led 
by Capt. Jasper Stewart of the Third 
artillery and Capt. BE. F. Flint of the 
Sixth infantry, which took the field 
and formed the nucleus for a force of 
800 men that kept after the Indians 
until they were brought to bay near 
Pyramid lake. There a three-hour 
battle was fought on June 8, and the 
indians were defeated, 


The soldiers remained in the region 
until the middle of July and put in 
their time by building Fort Churchill 
on the Carson river, 85 miles below 
Carson City. This fort was the most 
important of several that were built 
in the territory and when the Piutes 
broke out again in 1862 it was made 
military headquarters for the Third 
California volunteers, under the com- 
mand of Colonel Conners, command- 
ant of the military district of Utah 
and Nevada. For the next six years 
the Piutes kept up a desultory war- 
fare and expeditions_were constantly 
being sent out from Fort Churchill 
against them so that it is no over- 
statement to say that the settlement 
of Nevada might -have been delayed 
for many years had it not been for 
the presence of this fort. 

Fort Cl -rehill is also noted for its 
connection with another historic occa- 
sion. It was on the route of the 
Pony express anf one day when 
“Pony Bob” Haslam, one of the rid- 
ers, arrived at Fort Churchill, the 
man who was to carry the pouches 
on to the next station was unable to 
go. So “Pony Bob” took his place 
and this resuited in his famous ride 
of 880 miles with scarcely 11 hours 
rest from the time he started untli 
his job of “getting the mail through” 
was done, over every mile of which 
he was in constant danger of death at 
the hands of hostile Indians. :

Where Ruled the “Emperor 

of the West’’ 

At Fort Union, N. D., Kenneth Mc 
Kenzie once reigned as the “King of 
the Missouri”; at Bent’s Fort in the 
Arkansas Col. William Bent enjoyed 
almost unchallenged sovereignty over 
the vest territory along the Santa Fe 
trail; but the greatest uncrowned 
monarch of them all was Dr. John 
McLoughlin, officially chief factor for 
the Hudson’s Bay company in Oregon 
but spoken of far and wide as the 
“Emperor of the West,” a benevolent 
despot who for 22 years ruled over 
an empire 400,000 square miles in ex- 
tent, of which his post, Fort Vancou- 
ver, Wash., was the capital. : 

From 1670 to 1816, though theo 
retically belonging to Great Britain, 
the Pacific northwest was dominated 
by the Hudson's Bay company. From 
1816 to 1846, under the terms of thé 
Treaty of Ghent, this vast territory 
was under the joint occupancy of 
Great Britain and the United States 
but in reality the word of the H, F. C. 
was the law, and the Hudson's Bay 
did not look any too kindly upon 
American interlopers. The one exrcep- 
tion was Dr. McLoughlin, ‘to’ whom 
we owe an eternal. debt of gratitude. '

Wiped Oat by Enemies 

The latest census of ‘the Indians in 
the United States shows they are do- 
Ing far better than holding their own. 
There is sound reason for believing 
there are more than twice as many of 
the aborigines living than were in ex- 
istence when the whites began to de- 
scend upon the continent. 

A government publication put out 
by the Union of South Africa makes 
the statement that the white popula- 
tion there is not maintaining its ratio 
with the increase of the negrpes.. Fail- 
ing additions from abroad, says this 
paper, the prospect of keeping a white 
civilization in South Africa must fade. 
The whites may even be forced to 
abandon the country altogether. 

History makes it clear that con- 
quered peoples are seldom really con- 
quered. If they have been in a region |- 
a long time they have become far 
more fitted to the environment than 
the newcomers. They reproduce fast- 
er, as a rule, and suffer less from local 
diseases. They stick close to their 
original homes, whereas invaders are 
often restless and given to moving 
on. The Saxon type in Britain is said 
to be a disappearing type before the 
dark-haired stock that first peopled the 
islands. The northern barbarians who 
conquered Italy and Spain have been 
submerged by the Latin races. Ru- 
manians think of themselves as Latin 
because that country was a Roman

The Indians, few as they are in com- 
parison with other races, may possibly 
outlive several of the elements of our 
present population.
